DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The carrier 
and concentration of an avermectin compound of the instant claims significantly differs 
from that of the closest prior art reference of Pearlman et al. (W099/1 8800). The 
closest prior art reference Pearlman et al. (W099/1 8800) teaches of a cleanser, as 
opposed to a moisturizer that is taught in the instant claims, containing an avermectin 
compound in a much higher concentration and is used for a different utility, such as 
treating lice than the dermatological composition of the instant claims.
